FOOD,DRINK EXCESSES 


Dr. Copeland, Commenting on the Report That 
Diabetes Is on Increase, Agrees That General Die- 
tary Knowledge Will Help Prevent This Disease,

N a recent report of a greet life insurance company appears thl« 


significant statement: "It is our best judgment that diabetes is 
on the increase, in spite of the use of insulin." 
"But why?" you will ask. "Because of the dietary excesses prac- 


ticed by the American people." 


This report shows that for the first three 


months of 1929. the death rate from diabetes 
was in excess of 23 for each 100,000 of the popu- 
lation. 
It is feared that this year will show the 


highest percentage of deaths ever recorded from 
this cause. 


Overindulgence in food and drink is regarded 


as the chief factor 
in producing the disease. 


But here is a comforting statement: 
"This is 


one of the diseases which, among older people, 
may be prevented by popular education." 


Nature is more than generous. 
She is even 


prodigal in bestowing her gifts. She has equipped 
the body with organs and parts that are capable 
of supplying all the digestive substances that are 
needed by reasonably sensible human beings. She 
even prepares for moderate excesses. 


All of us are interested in the experiments 


made to refuel the airships. 
Without fuel there must come an end 


to any flight. The refueling experiments have proven that the machine 
itself is capable of sustained flying far beyond the time necessary to 
go half "round the world, or even more. 
The present problem is to 


find a way (or one airship to carry4.

DETROIT PUNS TO EQUIP 
OOPS WITH RADIO SETS 


Success of Sy stem Used in Squad 
Car* 
Promp te 
Extension 
of Facilities. 


Detroit.—Detroit p atrolmen soon 
may walk their beats with a new 
weap on—indiv idual radio receiv ing 
sets concealed in their clothing. 
Sp urred by the success of broad- 
casting messages and orders to p o­ 
lice 
automobiles 
equip p ed 
with 
radio, the Detroit p olice dep artment 
is exp erimenting with a miniature 
receiv ing set for the use of the in­ 
div idual p atrolman. 
The 
exp erimental 
set 
Is 
four 
Inches wide, six inches long and 
an Inch and a quarter deep . 
The 
aerial consists of 73 feet of wire 
sewed into a p iece of cloth. 
The 
remainder of the set includes three 
dry cell batteries and an ear p hone 
similar to those used by the deaf. 
The weight of tlie outfit is less than 
four p ounds. 
The batteries slip Into p ockets 
of the v est; the aerial can be sowed 
to the hack of the v est and the re­ 
ceiv er itself may be attached to 
the belt or shoulder holster or In 
a sp ecial p ocket in the v est or coat 
of the p atrolman. 
Sergt. William FI. Burkuhl, de­ 
signer of the set, says that the 
ear p hone can be worn under the 
coat lap el when not in use. 
A 
p enetrating sound arrests the wear­ 
er's attention when the rep orts of 
a holdup , burglary or other crimes 
are broadcast. 
The local p olice dep artment un­ 
der the direction of Commissioner 
William P. Rutledge, was one of 
the first in the country to equip 
p olice cruisers and scout cars with 
radio receiv ing sets and loud sp eak­ 
ers.

It is feared that this year will show the 
highest percentage of deaths ever recorded from 
this cause. 
Overindulgence in food and drink is regarded 
as the chief factor in producing the disease. 
But here is a com forting statem ent: 
“This is 
one of the diseases which, among older people, 
may be prevented by popular education.” 
N ature is more than generous. 
She is even 
prodigal in bestowing her gifts. She has

the body with organs and parts that are capable 
of supplying all the digestive substances that are 
needed by reasonably sensible human beings. She 
even prepares for m oderate ex cesses.
